 Discussion: 

 

Mayor Holland wanted to discuss a dozer for the street department.  Mayor 

Holland brought up the possibility of renting/leasing a dozer for the street 

department on a temporary basis until Chief Pate could find out more about the 

dozer he was trying to get free for the City on the government web site. Public 

Works Director Tim Waldrup told the Mayor he was under the impression that 

she wanted him to look for a used dozer to purchase so he brought to the council, 

the specs for a used dozer.  Tim then proceeded to hand out the spec sheets to the 

council. The problem the street department is having at the burn pit is the front 

end loader that is currently being used, is digging into the ground creating ruts 

with the teeth on the bucket. 

 

Councilperson Barksdale told the Mayor that he thought perimeters for 

purchasing a dozer had already been set in a previous working session. After 

much debating between the council members, the census of the council was to 

purchase the dozer Tim had presented to the council at a cost of $27,500.00.  

 

Councilperson Glisson wanted a commitment from Tim Waldrup to go with 

Bobby Pate and Bobby Warman to look at the dozer the City was getting free 

from the military surplus.
